I am of my Friends Opinion, That Satury, 
Mars and Ven«s, together with Mercury, are the only Ay- 
thors of all the Witch-raft in the World, ver not accord- 
ing to popular vogue by Faſtination , bur by a Magne- 
tical Sympathy and Antipathy in the Aﬀﬀives and Pafſives 
of Nature : So they are (in ſome ſenſe) alſo the cauſe of

Mars and Satwn in Conjuntion, 
Oftober the 3% I fear may have very ſtrange effe&s, God 
preſerve us from ſickne(s , which is very much to be fear- 
ed, and many other troubles and diſturhances arifing 
chiefly from diſcontented Spirits, that may hve quietly, 
but will not, Mars doth naturally fignifie Bela & depre- 
dationes, atque tribulationes, mortem in hominibus, pens» 
bus, ſumaliter & tremores venturos in partibus Orientis, This 
Conjunttion falling in the Sign Virgo, it therefore points

approaching calarities. and wiſeries upon Mankind for 
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their- fins and abominations , ſo frequently commitred 
throughourc the whole World— and upon theſe confa-. 
derations we ought modeſtly ro deduce our Afrologica! 
ConjiFures , but rb be abſolucely poſitive , 1s vgry abſurd 
and ridiculcue—— AjJrologers may very well be reputed, 
or eſteemed, as the better ſorr of Gueſlers, who by their 
long ſtudy and experience from Age to Ape, (and the 
aſſiſtance of a- happy Genius) may often hit che White 
both in mundane Affairs in general , and the general Fate 
of perſons in particular— and yet be far from contend- 
Ing for the thing we call Fatal Neceſſity, and ſo far we keep 
within bounds, and preſume not to intrench upon Divine 
Providence; and if fo, here is no objedtion left for the 
moſt Critical Antagoniſt, here's no dealing with the Devil 
or his evil Angels, and how then can the ignorant Caviller

Conjuration ? and the Profeſſors thereof ( or Students 
therein) Conjurers ard witches, &c. T hope the more ra- 
tional ſort of people know better things , and that this in- 
nocent (hut uſeful Art) will now be had in better e- 
fteem, than hitherto ir has been God has fo framed 
us , that in our very Ae towards the Heavens, we may 
behold his Divine Majeſty, as 0vzd hath it, Metamorph. 1.

T am (and ever ſhall be) of that ingenious Perſons | 


Opinion , who concluded, That ſo heavenly and excel- 
lent an Ayt eould nor be torally raiſed our of the minds of 
our Forefathers, as 1gea's only of cheir Invention , but 
that it had jrs Original (as well as all other Excellencies) 
from the Almighty God , the inexhauſtible Fountain of 
2] knowledge and wiſdom : why may not we then caſt 
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ur eyes up to that beſpangled and glorious Canopy of 
eaven , and examine by daily experience its continual 
Motion and Influence, fince we are excited thereunto from 
natural Curtofiry to be acquainted with theſe venerable 
ights, if we had but happy opportunities for ſuch Con- 
emplations ? and ſuch is the Credit of ſo an inoffenſive 
and harmleſs an Avrt , that it has no Antagoni/t hut the 1g- 
orant and Malicious, or ſuch whoſe Genius leads them 
0 an undeſerved Antipathy, without a due Examination 
of its Principles : all which, if they can but overlook, will 
receive not the lealt prejudice or offence ; for the Art 


hurts none, if they can diſpenſe with humane Frailty. 


But to return again to our A/lrological Conjeftures, 
(from a ſerious conſideration of the particular Aſpedts and

and Cuſtoms In publick Aﬀairs : And Haly 1n his Comment 
gives us his reaſon , Becauſe when the Sr paſſes through 
thoſe Signs, there is made an increaſe of days and nights,

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wiz. in Aries, the days increaſe and appear longer, and 
when the Sun is in Libra , then the nights are lengrhe- 
ned— Ergo an agreement of men, ec. which is next to 
no reaſon ar all. Burt in all probability the aforeſaid Judg- 
ment may be verified ; yet 1 do not affirm all this 4- 
tumnal Quarter (hall be ſpent in ſuch matrers, other things 
alſo muſt be expected , and ſomething very remarkable 
will appear worth our obſervation— An anctent Author 
told us, (many years ſince) Thar if Saturz and Mars are 
in Conjunftzon or Oppoſition, eff alzqua perturbatio , we 
may expe&t fome diſturbance or perturbations amongſt 
men ; and if ſo, then at (or near) this time ſome unluc- 
ky accident or attempt may the rather be (uſpetted, and 
that men ſhould with great animofiry proſecute their ma- 
lice ane againſt another— and many pretending Region 
(whether 1n reality or for ſome ſelf-ends) fhall be diſtur- 
bed, moleſted , and many of them impriſoned, fined , or
